Carlton V South Melbourne In An Eight Goal Thriller 


Cariton finished the wrong side of last week's amazing eight goal thriller - losing 3-5 to cross- 
town rivals, South Melbourne. Simon Colosimo crowned his first start for the season with a goal, 
but his stylish performance wasn’t enough as South finished all over the top of Carlton in a game 
where the lead changed four times. Archie Thompson grabbed a brace, but the pick of the goals 
came from South's Fausto De Amicis who thundered his team into a then 4-3 lead with a 25- 
metre screamer. Vaughan Coveny, Jon Anastasiadis and Michael Curcija, with a double, also 
finished with their names on the scoresheet. 


"It was a really open game tonight - which was surprising,” said South coach Ange Postecoglou 
at the post-match press conference. "| guess from our point of view we had nothing to lose. So 
we were throwing men forward, but to see that many goals go in was surprising. We won't make 
the top six. We'll just be trying to win every game from now on. Regardless of where you are, you 
have a responsibility to your club, the people who run the club and your supporters to try and win 
every game you play." 


A disappointed Stuart Munro said, “I pointed out to the players - they've won nothing and they've 
got nowhere so far. There's still a lot of football to be played. (In the last 20 minutes) the game 
was there, it was won. We have enough experience out on the park to close things up.” On 
Carlton's top two hopes, Munro added, “I'm only interested in winning games from now to the end 
of the season. We've still got a sniff (of making the top two). Everybody has stutters - anc if they 
keep doing so - then we still have a chance.” 


Munro Talks South Melbourne Match 


After Friday's incredible derby, Blues coach Stuart Munro explained why senior players Lubo 
Lapsansky and Simon Colosimo were substituted when the game was still in the balance: 
“Obviously the problem was that | had to take Lubo (Lapsansky) off because of his illness. He 
wasn't well and he was shouting to be taken off. And obviously there was Simon's (Colosimo) 
situation, also. Where he was getting forward and penetrating - but couldn't get back (because 
of his lack of match fitness) - and | had to make a change there. Unfortunately, these two changes 
probably cost us." 


The Blues players were visibly upset immediately after the game and Munro is hoping that 
Friday's crazy match acts as a “wake-up call" in the run-in to the finals: 


"The disappointing thing is that the players who came on should be looking to cement a place in 
the team and prove to me that they should be there every week. We were far too open in the last

"It is such a relief to be back on track and back on the park again. |'ve got a lot of ground to make up, 
but it's always been a case of being up to me, I've overcome a big hurdle and | feel ready to tackle just 
about anything thrown at me from now on. 


"| don’t relive that day in July very often, and really there's no point - it was a freak of a day, starting 
so positively when you're called up for your country to play the best club side in the world in 
Manchester United, and ending so badly, but they're the terms you accept | suppose, when you're a 
footballer. I'm not going to say it hasn't been a tough few months because it has. Physically, the 
operation and the rehab were very tough mentally, at times it was hard to stay focused, and 
emotionally, watching your team-mates run around on the park is very very difficult from the sideline. 
Still, it's all behind me now, and one of the positives to come out of it was that | got to spend a lot 
more time with my family, which maybe | had been neglecting to do, and I've also rediscovered my 
passion and hunger for football - that might be a little hard to believe, but it could have been easy to 
lose the enthusiasm, but I've come back hungrier than ever to do well. 


“| felt | was in with a chance to start against South Melbourne the other week, but Stuart (Munro) 
wasn't going to name the side until just before the game - then, at the last training session, he pulled 
me aside and told me | was playing. | wanted to hug him - but | didn’t - when he called me over, | had 
the feeling it was going to be good news, and it was just this big build up inside me, saying this is it 
- and then he said the words, and the relief that swept over me was just incredible. 


“My Carlton team-mates have been just fantastic, particularly over the last 3 months or so when | was 
able to start training with them again, and | know that each of them was really pleased for me on Friday 
night, and | can tell you it was a great feeling to be back out there with them again. Basically, | went 
out, rolled my sleeves up and got stuck in. The moment which probably stands out in my mind though 
is from the second half, when | chased Vaughan Coveny for maybe 50 metres, and then made a sliding 
tackle. That's something | haven't been able ta do in nine months - the other things, like kicking the 
ball, I've been doing for 3 months, but the slide tackle, not for 9 months, and the best thing was that 
| didn’t think about it while | was doing it, | thought about it when | got off the ground and it was like, 
yes, that was OK, | got through it alright. Even a couple of my team-mates mentioned it to me later, 
and I've proved to myself that mentally, I'm not scared anymore. 


“Of course the icing on the cake was scoring the goal - | scored my first ever NSL goal against South 
Melbourne a few years ago, and if there's any team | want to play and score against, then it's South 
Melbourne, it’s become such a derby game. | enjoyed everything about Friday night... the game, the 
opposition, the reaction of the fans - basically pulling the boots on, getting hot, sweaty and dirty, and 
loving every second of it. 


“A lot of people have asked me since | got injured, what the future holds for me, and each time | go 
into that question, my answer is the same, that every week is a challenge. I've learned to take 
everything week by week - from day one | didn’t say | had 8 months and 26 days to go - | looked at 
what | was doing for the week, and got through it, and so on ? if you look too far ahead, you lose sight 
of what's happening around you - basically you have to work on your game every day, and every day is 
a test, 


“Obviously I'm working towards the Olympics, but in saying that, the Games are 5 months away, and | 
still have to get there, so week by week is where | set my goals - obviously the Olympics, and Europe, 
and 100 games for the LG Socceroos are in my sights ? but they won't happen unless | look at things 
day by day. 


“| can only hope that my perserverance pays off - | can tell you it won't be through lack of effort on my 
part - and to all of the people who have given me so much time and support while | was off the park - 
thank you - I'm back.
